WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—The Brazilian lega- 
tion to-day received official notice that 
the British Government had promptly 
yielded to the decision of the Portuguese 
Government and had recognized the owner- 
ship of the Island of Trinidad by Brazil, 
and had surrendered it.

York Oppose the Charier Commis- 
sion—They Object to the Vorough 
Vlavp—Want Tenants to Share in 
Paying Taxes on Land—Think the 
Mayor's Powers Too Large. 


The sub-committee on organization, ap- 
pointed by the General Cornmittee of repre- 
sentatives of the four counties comprised in 
Greater New-York, will make a somewhat 
surprising report on Monday. 

It will condemn the “ borough’ system 


upon which Mr. De Witt has labored so 


earnestly, 

It will suggest a more liberal control of 
local affairs by the municipalities that are 
removed from the central administration, 
as in the case of Richmond and Queens 
Counties. 

It will recommend municipal ownership, 
or control at least, of. the street railways 
and of similar public corporations. 

These are a few of the more important 
matters upon which the sub-committee will! 
suggest some important and sweeping 
changes. On other subjects it will make 
suggestions that are almost of eyual impor- 
tance. 

It was learned yesterday from a member 
of the sub-committee that the entire work 
of the General Committee on Legislation 
was freely discussed at E. P. Doyie’s office 
Wednesday afternoon by the three mem- 
bers--Messrs. Doyle, Goodman, and Wass- 
muth,. As these members compose thesub- 
committee in the absence of a member 
from Queens, and as they constitute a ma- 
jority of the committee, even if Queens 
sends a representative by Monday, it is 
pretty certain that the report as agreed 
upon will be submitted without alteration. 

This report by the sub-committee will be 
formulated on Monday at its meeting at 
noon, and submitted to the General Com- 
mittee the same afternoon at 2 o’clock. 

It was agreed that John P. Windolph, 
Vice President of the Board of Aldermen, 
who was Chairman of the first meeting of 
the General Committee, shall be suggested 
as permanent Chairmen the General 
Committee. $ if 

Alderman Guilfoyle of Kings County will 
be suggested for Vice Chairman. 

The employment of a regular clerk will 
be suggested. New-York has already made 
provision to cover such expenses, and Rich- 
mond County made a similar appropriation 
yesterday. i 

Sub-committees will be appointed to take 
up different branches of the work. One will 
be given charge of the executive and ad- 
ministrative features of the charter. An- 
other will have charge of the financial 
department, another will consider methods 
of representation of the different counties 
and municipalities in the new city, and an- 
other will investigaté and report on the 
question of the adjustment of assessments 
and taxation. Al these sub-committees 
will, of course, report to the General Com- 
mittee on Legisiation. 

One of the most important matters to be 
reported Monday by the Gommittee on Or- 
ganization is the appointment of a special 
committee to present to the Greater New- 
York Commission, at {ts meeting, Sept. 15, 
and subsequently, the opinions, plans, and 
suggestions of the Genera! Committee, In 
connection with this special committee, a 
Sub-Committee on Legislation will be ap- 
pointed, the duty of which will be to have 
the views and suggestions of the General 
Committee incorporated in the charter of 
Greater New-York. Failing to secure such 
incorporation of their views in the charter, 
this sub-committee will work through the 
State Legislature to have their sugges- 
tions embodied .in the final draft of that 
instrument. 

In order to carry on as eMectively as pas- 
sible work of impressing its views u; 
the coramission, It wlll be suggested that 
the General Commitiee have a “clipping 
bureau” and collect all newspaper articies, 
interviews, edi &c., which 
may serve far gestion, 
guidence. These opinions and views, in 
far as they coincide with or improve the 
ideas ané plans of the General Committee 
will submitted to the Charter Comamis-

Perhaps the wost radical suggestion wiil 
be that tenants pay part of the taxes. 
One of the committee stated that under our 
present system the landiord apparently pays 
the tax, but the tenant accually pays it, by 
means of Increased rentais. It is thought

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BACK TO HIS PRISON CELL. 


EM Carpenter Recaptured Alter a 


Search cf Several Months. 


Write Puatns, N. Y., Aug. 6.—Sheriff 
Johnson of Westchester County and a half- 
dozen of his deputies have succeeded in 
eapturing Eli Carpenter, the colored pris- 
oner who escaped from the county jail a 
few months ago by knocking down the 
jailer and then climbing the board fence. 
Since the escape the officers have been try- 
ing to locate him, and he hag been trying to 
keep out of their way, as he was under 
indictment for burglary in the first degree 
for robbing the store of Paul Pincus in this 
village. 

His pal in that night’s work is now serv- 
ing a four-years’ sentence in Sing Sing 
prison. The Sheriff got a clue that his 
man was in the ‘“ Nigger Hills,” about a 
mile from this village, by two women com- 
ing into the Sheriff’s office and asking how 
much {tt would’ be worth to divulge where 
the man was. 

The Sheriff and his deputies armed them- 
seives with riffes and revolvers and 
drove up to the Hills last night. They 
found a man who intimated that the fugi- 
tive was in a certain house, and the build- 
ing was surrounded. As Deputy Sheriff 
John Breese was going through some under- 
brush with his rifle cocked, a stout twig 
caught the trigger, and the gun was dis- 
charged with a loud report. 

This brought all the other officers to the 
spot with a rush, and in the confusion the 
man they were after came tumbling out of 
a pig pen where he had been sleeping off 
the effects of a debauch. He attempted 
to run, but about half a dozen weapons 
were feveled at him, and he dropped down 
on the ground, begging the officers not to 
shoot. 

He was taken in the wagon and con- 
veyed back to the county jail, where he will 
be carefully watched until his case comes 
up for trial. He says that since his escape 
from jail he has traveled around consider- 
ably, and has had a hard time trying to 
keep out of the way of the Sheriff.

SET A DOG ON BOY. 


He Ran into a Barb-Wire Fence and 
Was Dreadfally Torn, 


NEW-BRUNBWICK, N. J., Aug. 6.—Edward 
Van Sickle, a truck farmer, was arrested 
to-day on a charge of atrocious assault and 
baitery made by the father of Harry 
Breece. Mr. Breece alleged that the farm- 
er set a dog on his two sons, and that 
Harry, who is blind, in trying to escape 
ran into a@ barb-wire fence and was im- 
paled on sharp wire points. 

Harry, who is elght years 
younger brother started out for a walk 
yesterday, the younger boy guiding the 
older, They started to cross Van Sickle’s 
land, when the latter shouted to the chil- 
dren to keep out. They did not understand 
him. Van Sickle, it is charged, then set a 
big hound upon the Uttle fellows. Both 
boys ran, but the younger left his biind 
brother behind, 

Harry, deprived of his guide and pursued 
by the savage dog, tried to escape, but 
missed the path and ran into the ence, 
His cheek was gashed, one eye was nearly 
torn out, and a fearful wound was in- 
fiicted in his breast and another in his 
right thigh. The child finally managed to 
find his way home, after releasing him- 
self, with his clothes drenched with blood. 
He is suffering terribly, and fears are en- 
tertained that his injuries will result fa-

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MAIL FROM STEAMER TO TRAIN. 


From Tyo asd a Heli to Twenty-four 


Hours Saved. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—The Post Office 
Department to-day announced that harbor 
transfers were made in New-York yesterday 
from steamers direct to railway lines of 
mail matter received from Europe properly 
pouched to be transferred without going 
through the New-York Post Office. About 
one-third of the mat! received £0 
hardled, 

The experiment was gratifying im that it 
made a difference of two and a hali hours 
in the delivery of mail for Philadelphia, 
getting it there in time to be delivered by 
the midday letter carriers instead of after 
office The steamer mails reached 
Buffalo six hours earlier than formerly, and 
were delivered there on the first trip of the 
letter carriers ia the morning’ instead of 
on the midday trip. 

A saving of time will be made in deliv- 
ering other mails. The Mexican mail, for 
instance, will reach the City of Mexico 
twenty-four hours earlier than formerly. 
This service handles nearly all of the uro- 
pean mail for Mexico. 
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Bought 2,500,000 
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WASHINGTON, Aug -6.—<( 
porting to the Department of State on 
fruit trade of Sicily, says that the season cof 
1895-6, drawing to a close, will leave 
behind it a reeord that will have no rival 
in the history of the industry. More than 
2,500,000 boxes were exported, with an aver- 
age loss of $1 per box. 

The cause of this deplorable condition is 
an indiscriminate distribution of letters of 
credit among persons who were absoluiely 
irresponsible, This resulted the ship- 
ment of fruit of the commonest quality and 
in encrmous quantities. The heavy loss did 
not fall upon the shippers, While over 
$2,500,000 has been lost by importers 1nd

The remedy for the existing eviis rests 
with the bankers and consignees, and that 
ts the sending of Inspectors to the ports of 
Messina, Palermo, and Catania. Such a 
system will insure the shipment of better 
qualities of fruit to the United States.

WASHINGTON, ,Aug. 6.--The President to- 
day granted a pardon to John Lyons, sen- 
tenced in Arizona to three and a half 
years’ imprisonment for robbing a Post 
Office. In -this case the District Attorney 
held that the prisoner was innocent, while 
the Post Office Inspector took the contrary 

The President, in deubt, last. June di- 
rected @ full investigation, and is now sat- 
istied that if the convict was not entirely 
innecent, he was convicted upon testimony 
so unreliable that justice requires his re- 
lease, 

The President also pardoned John 
Bryant, who wes convicted in Western 
Arkausas of larceny and has yet one 
month to serve of a three years’ sentence. 
In this case the pardon is granted solely 
because of the declining health of the con- 
viet.

The Democratic Honest Money. League

President Byrne announced ‘that the 


Secretary, John J. Rooney, would, at the 
direction of the Executive Committee, leave 
for Indianapolis at midnight to take part 
im the sound money conference to-day.

A number of telegrams and letters re- 
ceived by the President from prominent 
sound-money Democrats in different paris 
of the country were read to the meeting.

MET DEATH IN A STRANGE MANNNER. 





Watter Durham’s Body Wound Around 
a Cable Dram. 


Walter Durham, twenty-seven years old, 
who lived at 804 Cariton Avenue,“ Brook- 
lyn, was instantly killed, in the basement 
ot Isidor Weinberg’s fur store, at 536 Ful- 
ton Street, yesterday afternoon, ‘He was 
employed as a porter, and yesterday was 
Sent to the basement to clean some furs. 
He was at work at a table at least forty feet 
from the liti!le room that conteined the 
machinery used for operating the elevator. 
This roora was at the side of the elevator 
shaft, and employes were not allowed to 
enier it. Why Durham went into the room 
is not known. 

Samuel Tassewell was in charge of the 
elevator, and shortly after 1 o’clock he was 
about to descend from the second floor, 
when he heard a scream. The people who 
were in the store heard the scream at the 
same time. Tassewell found that the ele- 
yator would not work, and, jumping off at 
the second floor, he went to the basement, 
and there met a frightful sight. He found 
Durham bound to the big drum by the 
four strands of cable. An ambulance was 
calied, and the surgeon said the porter 
was dead, and that death must have been 
almost fastantaneous. 

The surgeon and the police tried to re- 
lease the body from the drum over which 
the cables run. At last word was sent to 
the house of Fire Truck No. 6, on Pacific 
Street. The firemen worked for nearly 
three hours before they were able to ex- 
tricate the body from the cables. 

One of the cables was wound about Dur- 
ham’s waist and neck, while another had his 
left hand pinioned to his breast. His legs 
were also caught in the strands, and St is 
presumed that he was forced around the 
cylinder of the big drum for several min- 
utes and that he screamed as he was being 
pwiled under the cables,

later on Mr. Carreau thought that there 
would be an advarice of rents. About two 
years ago there was a reduction of rents 
of from 50 cents to $1 per month for rooms 
and floors. Now, itiasimuch as the property 
owners will incur expenses in fixing up 
their back yards, they may try to restere 
the old rates.

Ex-County Judge Henry Purcei) called the 
meeting to order. 8. I. Bagg, Secretary 
of the Watertown Steam Engine Company, 
one of the leading manuigacturérs of this 
section, was elected Chairman. He spoke 
vigorously ‘sgainst free colgage from a4 
business and. industrial standpoint. Ex- 
Goy. Flower responded to calls and made a 
speech, fn the course of which he said: 

The Den ceratic Party hag always opposed the 
coneentrauon of power in the General Govern- 
mént. This bas always been the Democratic 
tehet. But the Chictgo Convention says it de- 
sires the General Goverfintent to issue Treasury 
notes in lieu of the people issuing them through 
the barks. It says that the powers of the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission should be en- 
largeé, while the Populist Convention, the twin 
sister of the Democratic, comes out boldly and 
says that the Government should buy all the 
railroads and (elegraph lines and operate them.

They say that aich Orgunizations as we are here 
to inaugurate to-night are not regular, and I 
answer that I prefer to be honest with the laborer 
nd farmer than regular with my party, If the 

hicago Convention van be called regular. The 
great mass of the Democratic Party is composed 
of laboring men, and when {t adopts a platform 
or when men adopt a platform for it under cover 
ot the organization of my party, I prefer to 
Stand on my convictions rather than on that 
platform. it ie principle that makes me a Demo- 
erat, and in the platform adopted at Chicago 
the principles of the Democratic Party have been 
abandoned.

Quotationg Put Around the 
Rryan Plagiarized, 


Wasuinegqon, Aug, 6.—The first install- 
ment of the revised edition of Mr. Bryan’s 
Chicago. speech was received at Democratic 
headquarters to-day, and will soon be cir- 
culated over tha country. The revised 
speech bears the evidences of having been 
gone over carefully by ita author, for the 
alterations in grammatical construction and 
verblage number 118, The work of revision, 
while quite elaborate, has been confined 
chiefly to the insertion or eliminaiion of 
words, and the transposition of words and 
phrases. he grammar has been improved 
vastly and the whole speech smoothed over. 

Chief among the corrections made is a 
reduction from thirty to twenty years as 
the period fixing the time during which the 
Repubdlicans have tried to secure an in- 
ternational agreement, An entire new sen- 
tence appears at the conclusion of the par- 
agraph, in which Mr. Bryan defies the find- 
ing of a record in history where the com- 
mon pecple o? any land have declared in 
favor of the gold standard, this new sen- 
tence reading as follows: ‘“‘ They can find 
where the holders of fixed investments 
have declared for a gold standard, but 
not where the masses have.” 

The extracts from the speech of Secre- 
tary Carlisle are quoted, as is also the clos- 
ing reference to the crown of thorns and 
the cross of gold. This is Bryan's answer 
to the charge of plagiarism. It seems he 
pleads guilty.

The other bore 
the name of Dr. L. K. Baldwin of Phila- 
delmhia. : 

Mr. Leland wrote to both addresses. A 
mernber of Dr. Baldwin’s family answered 
that Dr. Baldwin has been dead for three 
years, and that the family knew nothing 
about his having lost a pocketbook in Chi- 
cago in 1882. H. Dument Wagner wrote 
from Collingwood, N. J., where he now 
resides, that he did lose a pocketbook while 
stopping at the Leland Hotel in 1882, a!

MISS CHARLES COMES FROM CUBA. 


She Has Acquired Under Perils In- 
formation for a Book, 


Miss Cecil Charles, who says she hes been 
in -Cuba for some time coliecting material 
for a book on the Cubans, arrived in this 
city yesterday afternoon on Health Officer 
Doty’s tug, the James W. Wadsworth. 
She had been detained on Hoffman Island 
for twenty-four hours because she had not 
in her possession the necessary health pa- 
pers from the health officials in Cuba. 

Miss Charles came north on the City of 
Washington of the Ward Line. She went 
to Cuba almost a year ago. She was not 
molested, nor did she meet with any inci- 
dents out of the ordinary, until about four 
weeks ago, when she was staying at a 
hotel the outskirts of Havana. 

One day she found that her mail had 
been tampered with, and later, when she 
learned that she was being waiched by 
Spanish spies, she left the city and visited 
Other parts of the island. 

During her wanderings she managed to 
get into Cabanas’s Castle, where she saw 
forty men in one cell, 25 by 20 feet. She 
also saw members of the Competitor expe- 
dition, including Laweorde, Owen Milton, 
William Kinuiea, and Elias Bedia. The pris- 
oners were in an awful condition physical- 
ly. Juilo Sanguily, she said, was in a sep- 
araie cell, and was more comfortably quar- 
tered than the unfortunates of the Com- 
petitor crew. 

Miss Charles also visited Matanzas, The 
condition there, she said, was _ horrible. 
Every day cartloads of dead bodies were 
brought into the city and allowed to lie 
gbout exposed to the sun until decom- 
posed. That, she said, was io scare the 
Cubans. They were generally the bodies 
of pacificos. 

Havana, according to Miss Charles, !s in 
a fUthy and unhealthful condition. When 
she arrived back there Sunday last, she had 
barely reached her hotel when she dis- 
covered that officers were looking for her. 
Fearing that she might be detained or that 
her manuscripts would be seized, she hur- 
riedly dressed in boy’s clothes at the sug- 
gestion of a newspaper man, who had 
warned her of her danger, and escaped by a 
back window. 

Reaching the side of the vessel at anchor 
fin the bay, by means of a smal! boat, she 
got aboard by means of. a rope ladder, as 
though a regular passenger, but Immediate- 
ly hid herseif. 

She had with her only scant clothing, 
which she had rolled up in a bundle before 
leaving the hotel, and her netes and manu- 
seript. 

Miss Charles lives in Binghamton, N. Y. 
She had written about two-thirds of her 
book on Cuba when she decided to make 
the trip to secure additional data for the 
remainder of the book. 

She is stopping temporarily at the home 
of a Mr. Beraza, at 324 Bast Thirteenth 
Street. 

Another passenger by the 
ipgton was Alexander C. e, United 
States Consul to Matanzas. He was de- 
tained also at Hoffman I[siland. 

Mr. Brice said: ‘I would like to tell you 
& great many things, but I dare not. You 
know, of course, that my position as Con- 
sul makes that impossible. Matanzas, as 
you have heard, is in a horrible condition. 
Outside of that I can say nothing.” 

Mr. Brice has been in Matanzas for two 
years.

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COMES OF PURITAN STOCK. 


A Brave Soldter, Successful in Basi- 


ness, an Ardent Reformer. 


Hazen S. Pingree comes of Puritan stock, 
and traces his direct descent from Moses 
Pingry, who came from England twenty 
years after the Mayflower landed at 
Plymouth, and settled at Ipswich, Mags. 
The family was of a hardy stock, and 
lived in Ipswich for nearly 140 years. 
Toward the end of the eighteenth century 
many members of the family emigrated to 
the West and North. 

Hazen §. Pingree comes of a branch 
that migrated northward, and he was born 
in Denmark, Me., Aug. 30, 1842. His father 
was a farmer, and Hazen was the fourth 
son. At the age of fourteen he left home 
to seek his fortune in the world, and first 
went to Hopkinsville, Mass., where he se- 
cured employment in a shoe factory. He 
worked tndustriously at his trade until the 
war broke out. 

After the battle of Bull Run young Pin- 
gyree enlisted in the First Massachusetts 
tleavy Artilery. Henry Stowe, a son of 
Harriet Beecher Stowe was his Lieutenant. 
On Aug. 1, 1862, he was mustered into 
Company F of the First Massachusetts 
Artillery as a private. He was in the sec- 
ond battie of Bull Run, and took part in 
the batties of Fredericksburg Road, Harris 
Farm, Coid Harbor, North Anna, South 
Anna, and Spottsylvania Court House. 

Mr. Pingree was complimented in special 
orders by Gens, Mott and Pierce for par- 
tleular gallantry in the last grand charge 
at Petersburg, in which he took a ieading 
part. His second enlistment was for three 
years, or until the close of the war. He 
was mustered out of service Aug. 16, 1865, 
and shortly after his discharge went to 
Detroit, where he found employment, et 
first in the boot and shoe factory of H. P. 
Baldwin & Co. He soon started in business 
or himself, however. In December, 1866, 
he formed a partnership with C. H. Smith, 
under the name of Pingree & Smith. Their 
entire capitai was $1,360. They began with 
a small boot and shoe factory, and for the 
first few years their husiness was of a 
very modest character, much of the actual 
labor being performed by Mr. Pingree and 
his partner. Kefore long, however, the 
firm had to seek larger quarters, and the 
business has since steadily increased; over 
700 persons being now employed, Mr. Pin- 
gree retired from the firm in 1883, but the 
old firrai: name has been retained. 

Mr. Pingree married, in 1872, Miss 
Frances A. Gilbert of Mount Clemens, and 
they have two daughters and a son. 

Throughout his business life Mr. Pingree 
Was a supporter of Republican principles, 
but he never took any active part in party 
polities, except to contribute to local, State, 
and National campaign funds. In the Fall 
of 1° a citizen's movement was started 
agc \the corrupt local rings. The Dem- 
ocrats had renominatéd Major John Prid- 
geon, Jr., for Mayor, and the responsibility 
for the nomination af a reform candidate 
rested with the Republicans. 

Mr. Pingree was finally nominated, and 
beat Pridgeon by a majority of 2,318. He 
entered upon his official work with such 
vigor and radical reform that he even 
brought down upon himself the wrath of 
some men of his own party. But the peo- 
le were pleased, and at the next election 
r was re-elected by a plurality of over 
6,000. 

When the Republican 
was held last Summer nearly half the 
delegates were prepared to vote for him 
for Governor, and it was only by the most 
determined efforts on the part of the two 
United States Senators that Mr. Rich was 
nominated, 

Mr. Pingree distinguished himscif par- 
ticularly at the time of the strike of the 
Detroit City Railway's employes, in i891. 
The City Railway had been unpopular for 
years, on account of its wretched service 
and because of its tyranny to employes. 
The Mayor urged the company to accept 
an arbitration, when the strike broke ‘out, 
and this the cOmpany finally consented to. 
The Mayor, who had brought about this 
result, became the hero of the hour. 

Since then the Mayor has waged a cam- 
paign against the Gas Trust. He has 
won some remarkable victories over the 
richest and most powerful corporations in 
Detrolt.. r

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HOW FARMERS WOULD SUFPER. 

Tt is assumed by the supporters of 
Bryan and his policy in the agricultural 
States where his followers abound that 
the farmers, and cspecially those who 
heve mortgaged their property, would 
surely be benefited if Bryan should be 
elegted and the fiftv-three-cent dollar sub- 
stituted for the one-hundred-cent deliar 
The purpose of the silverites, it is admit- 
ted, is to compel all depositors in savings 


es, all pensicners, and all others who 
have invested savings by loaning them 
directly or indirectly to saffer a loss of 
about half of every dollar which they 
own upon the plea that these dollars have 
@ value twice as great as they ought to 
have. It is assumed, however, that the 
farmer will not lose, but will gain. 

The farmers who follow Bryan have 
been deceived. While it is probable that 
those who would suffer the most severely 
are the workingmien, the farmers would 
stand very near them on any seale that 
should measure the misery of the peopie. 

Undoubtedly the election of BRYAN 
would be followed by a panic. This is 
admitted by the silverites themselves. 
There would be a destruction of confi- 
Gence and a paralysis of credit. Would 
not this affect the farmer? Can the farm- 
ers isolate themselves and escape the ef- 
fect of depression that is and must be 
felt by all other classes, speculators pds- 
sibly excepted? Even if Bryan should 
be elected, at least ¢fght months would 
elapse before the silver standard could be 
adopted by legislation.

It is ndw 
stated by Western men who appear to be 
familiar with the farm-mortgage business 
that a majority of the farm mortgages in 
force are due; that is to say, that the 
terms of them have expired and that they 
continue in existence because the lenders 
are satisfied with the interest received. 

Would these lenders, holding mortgages 
overdue, take no actign if Brran should 
be elected? Does not the Western farm- 
er see that they would demand payment 
and that they would foreclose 1f payment 
should not be made? Wouid not the elec- 
tion of Brran be followed by a general 
resort to foreclosure proceedings on the 
part of mortgage holders who could legal- 
ly take such @ course?

Sim- 
ply because the appropriations made at 
the recent session of Congress were enor- 
mous,’ July is the first month of the new 
fiscal year,.and the extravagance which 
excited so much comment a few months 
ago, when Congress was piling up the 
@ppropriations amd Mr. CLEVELAND was 
urging that they should be reduced, is 
exhibited again in the first payments for 
‘the year. It will be shown, of course, 
throughout the eleven months remaining.

The police authorities of this city com- 





plain that they are unable to enforce tie 


provision of the Raines law forbidding 
the sale of liquor on Sunday, so far as 
the “fake hotels" are concerned, because 
the eity Magistrates refuse to hold those 
charged with the violation of the law and 
Grand Juries will not find indictments on 
the evidence presented. 

It seerts that In the Fourth Precinct, 
where before the passage of this law 
there Were two licensed hotels, there are 
now fifty-one places which claim to be 
hotels ‘“‘for the purposes of this act” 
and sell liquer on Sunday and all hours 
of the aight with impunity and with a 
noticeable increase of drunkenness and 
disorder. There are many saloons Which 
can comply with the requirersents of the 
law regarding hotels so as to evade the 
purpose of the Sunday prohibition clause, 
vut many others are so manifestiy ‘fake’ 
that a direct violation of the law can be 
easily proved. 

But the reluctance of Magistrates to 
hold offenders and of Grand Juries to in- 
dict unless the Cases are flagrant and the 
evidence unequivocal is easy to. under- 
stand. Probably petit juries would 
still more reluctant to convict. These sa- 
loon keepers have to pay just as much for 
the privilege of “ trafficking in liquore”’ 
as the richest hotel keepery, and the privi- 
lege is restricted so as to inake it of much 

The definition of a hotel is 
and they have every tempta- 
tion to try te get under it. The penalty 
for violating the law in respect to Sun 
day selling is very severe and public sen- 
timent is not very stern for the punish- 
ment of the offense. 

The trouble is that the law was forced 
upon the community and is regarded as 
inequitable. It is so contrived as io make 
evasion easy and enforcement difficult. 
It is one of those unwise enactments 
which breed contempt of law and foster 
hypocrisy and false pretenge. Such lecis- 
lation does infinitely more harm to public 
morals and the well-being of society than 
an absolutely unrestricted selling of liquor 
on Sunday would do. In fact, it does this 
injury wichout really restricting what- 
ever evil thee may be in Sunday éelling. 
Tf the conimunity were allowed to regu- 
late this matter for itself, it could be 
done in an open and decent way which 
would be far more salutary than this 
Raines law humbug. 
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WHAT KOLDS OUR SILVER UP. 


It is sometimes aglted why, if our silver 
dollar is intrinsically worth only about 53 
cents, it continues to be worth a doilar in 
exchange and to cireniate on a par with 
the rest of our currency. The fact that 
it does so is also used as an argument by 
the free-silverites, as if it were due to the 
Government fiat or the stamp that makés 
it lawful money. As a matter of fact, 
what keeps the silver dollar at par with 
gold now is the same power that keeps 
our paper currency, with no intrinsic 
value at all, at par--the principle of “ ul- 
timate redemption.” 

A private person of property and credit 
may issue mere due bills cr “ tokens of 
value’’ of any kind, and they will be 
taken in payments among. those who 
know him and have confidence in him so 
long as there is assurance that he will 
redeem them in money whenever they 
may be presented to him for the purpose. 
So long as the amount is not sufficient to 
excite a suspicion that he may not be 
able or willing to redeem them on de- 
mand and thete is no other ground of dis- 
trust, these mere evidences of value will 
circulate where they are known to be 
genvine and there is confidence in the 
issuer. On the same principle the notes 
of a bank circulate as money. They are 
taken so long as the people among whom 
they are circulated feel sure that they 
will be redeemed at any time. It is the 
same with the Government notes. They 
are credit money, mere evidences of debt, 
but they have been made a legal tender 
for payments and remain equal to gold 
because the Government will redeem them 
in gold at an) time, though legally bound 
to redeem them only in “ colin.” 

Silver dollars are a legal tender snd 
are not directly redeemable in gold dol- 
lars, but they are receivable for Govern- 
ment dues and interchangeable with other 
forms of money which the Government 
will redeem in gold. If it should fail to 
do so by exercising its ‘‘option” to re- 
deem in silver coin instead of gold coin, 
according to the demand of the Chicago 
platform, the whole paper currency and 
the silver dollars would come down to the 
basis of the intrinsic value of the latter. 
There would then be only the purchasing 
power of 53 cents in the circulating dol- 
lar, and gold would depart from the cur- 
rency, being worth nearly twice as much 
for other uses. 

Silver can be kept up to the gold level 
by this process of indirect but ultimate 
redemption so long as there is not too 
much of it and confidence in that redemp- 
tion is not impaired. As soon as the 
value of silver began to depreciate mate- 
rially it became only @ question of time 
when it would be impossibie to keep on 
coining it and holding it up to the gold 
standard. Under the Bland act there was 
no free coinage, but silver was bought by 
the Government at the market price and 
coined on its own account, and the eoin- 
age was limited by law to $2,000,000 to 


$4,000,000 a month and was in fact kept | 


down to near the minimum limit.. In a 
few years the volume began to get dan- 
gerous, and year after year alarmed

‘Then came the mere staving off of dut- 
ger by the wretched compromise of the 
Sherman Silver Purchase act. The ¢om- 
pulsory colnage law: was repealed and 
the Secretary of the Treasury was com: 
pelled to buy 4,500,006 ounces of silver 
bullion a month, paying for it in new 
legal-tender notes redeémable in ‘ coin.” 
This increased the burden of redemption, 
but confidence Was, stimulated by a dec- 
laration that it was the “established pcl- 
icv ’’ ef the Government to maintain ‘he 
“parity ’’ of the gold and silver coins. 
This coul! not go on long, and in iSd3 
the condition of the Treasury became so 


desperate that an Special session of Con-. 


gress had to be called to repeal the Sher- 
man act and put a stop to the purchase. 
By strenuous exertion and, continued re- 
demption in gold the present Administra- 
tion has kept our vast volume of Silver 
up to the standard, at the cos! of a con- 
siderable additien to the public debt. 
This is the only thing that has saved us 
from going to the silver basis, where the 
dollar would be worth littie more than 
half its present value, 

France has maintained the gold stand- 
ard and held up a largé volume of silver 
to its level for twenty years, but it is be- 
cause silver coinage has been suspended 
during the whole period throvgkout the 
Latin union. Meantime Mexico has fur- 
nished an example of a silver standard. 
Its dollars are worth only a little ever 
50 cents in our money. Our money will 
buy twice as much to-day in Mexico it- 
self as the currency of that country. With 
free colnage of silver, or even with a2 /ail- 
ure to redeem our Government obligations 
in gold, we should go to the Mexican ba- 
sis with a crash and a ‘tremendous dis- 
turbance of our whole industrial system.

Th?re 
must have been &n extensive discontent 
for the Cuban agents to work upon, The 
war of subjugation is undoubtedly ap- 
proved by the Spatish governing classes. 
It would be approved by the people v 
likely if it cost them nothing. But it 
costs them terribly dear, and they are be- 
ginning to filtid this out, It costs them in 
taxes, the burden of Which has been 
greatly increased that Spain might main- 
tain a force in Cubs which is far beyond 
her normal fighting strength and nearly 
three times the numerical foree of her 
whole army on a peace footing, The con- 
scription is an extensive as it is relent- 
less, and the flower of the Spanish youth 
bas been sent abroad to be exposed to 
death by battle or disease. The demon- 
stration of the mothers of Madrid befcre 
the royal palace was more affecting and 
not less significant than these later riot- 
ings of male Spaniards. The Govern- 
ment reports victory after victory, but 
still the war goes on. It seems that the 
wnviction that all these terrible sacrifices 
have been made in vain and that there is 
no hope of putting down the insurrection 
must have taken lold of the Spanish pop- 
ulace. 

Of course, it {8s quite absurd for 
Spanish officials to blame the United 
States in the smallest degree for these 
disturbances. That is what they are re- 
ported to be doing, upon no better evi- 
dence than that one of the leaders of the 
mob is a native Cuban and an American 
citizen. Our Government cannot prevent 
its citizens from golug to friendly coun- 
tries and there instigating riots. This is 
an industry, however, in which American 
citizens ebroad engage at their own risk. 
If they are caught, they will be punished, 
and our Government has already given 
them distinct notice that they cannot 
look to it for any protection against the 
consequences of their own misdeeds.

SECOND SEPARATE NAVAL DIY ISION 





Expert Report Highly Favorable to 
the Huchester Militia. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—Lieut. Marbury 
Johnson, a ane officer specially detaiiad 
from the War College to inspect the Second 
Separate Division of the naval militia of 
the State of New-York at its annual 
camp from July 19 to July 26, has submit- 
ted his report to the Navy Department.

Some personal response seems to be due 
to the numerous friends wiio have sought 
from me an expression of my individual 
opinion as to the duty in the presenc polit 
joal campaign of those who adhere to th¢ 
Principles which hitherto have charactere 
ized the Democratic Party.

I do not say that ail the advocates of 
the free coinage of silver are dishonest. 
Thousands of them—millions, if there be so 
many—are doubtiess honest in litention. 
But I am unable toa reconcile with any 
idegl of imtegrity a change in the law 
which will permit a man who has bor- 
rowed $100 to pay his debt with $100, each 
one of which is worth only half as much 


as each dollar he received from the lender. 


The Chicago platform sanctions the use of 
the appointing power of the President in 
guch a way as to control the Federal judl- 
elary in deciding questions of Constitutiozal 
law. it contemplates a change in the per- 
sennel of the Supreme Court of the United 
States to the end that the recent deciglon 
declaring the income tax unconstitutional 
may be reversed. Strange times, indead, 
are these, when a man is told that in or- 
der to be a Democrat he must favor the 
imposition of an income tax, and the de- 
struction of the independence of the judi- 
elary!

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Bauker Walker Explains Why Sbip- 
ments Are So Frequently Made. 


B. BE, Waiker of Toronto, the General 
Agent of the Canadian Bank of Commerce, 
the second latgest banking institution in 
Canada, was in New-York yesterday. In 
View of the interest and curiosity aroused 
Ly the daily shipments of American gold 
to Cuneds, Mr Walker was tnuduced to 
make the following statement: 
“The Canadian banks that have branches 
in the United States have quite as large 
an interest in the finances and welfare of 
this courttry as the average American 
banker. They have hot, as far as I know, 
shipped gold to Canada from a dread of 
future complications or fear as to the prer- 
ent situntion; but it is well to understand 
their business necessities at times. Nearly 
half of the products exported from Can- 
ada are sold in the United States. The pur- 
chase price of these sooner or later ap- 
pears at the credit of a Canadian bank at 
ite New-York agency. Ordinarily, the Ca- 
nadian bank supplies the importer in Can- 
ada with exchange on London through 
their New-York agency, and thus enables 
the Canadian people to pay England for 
their imports by the money arising from 
Canadian exports to the United States. 
* But if such operations do tot precisely 
balance themselves, as is frequently the 
case, the.diference, if in favor of Canada, 
must result in the shipment of gold from 
the United States to Canaaa. Any ship 
ments made by Canadian banks hevi 
branches in this country, I am satis! 
heve arisen solely from this cause. 
the aggregate they amount to but a 
few millions of dollars and represent ‘a 
very trifling percentage upon the entire 
volume of trading and financtal operations 
between Canada and the United States. 
“¥ think the American people may rely 
Canadian banks having branches 
here exercising quite as much courage in 
the present situation de vther banking

As such a aispiay as five battefies of ar- 
il y equipped for the fleld is a novelty to 
New-Yorkers, the start for the camp in- 
terested inany thousand people, who 
the sidewalks and stoops on the 
shady side of Fifth Avenue. Among them 
were many military men, inciuditng Col. 
Daniel Appleton of the Seventh Regiment 
Gen, Carroll breakfasted with his staff and 
Major Burbank at DVelmonico’s and re- 
ceived many visitors. 

The order ta mount was given 
at 10 o’clock, and regulars and 
swung into their saddi or 
iheir seats on caissons and 
bat. it was half an hour 
to march was given. 

At this time there were more than 5,000 
persons in the neighborhood of Delmanico’s 
and the Hotel Brunswick, and Acting Po- 
lice Inspector Hariey had to clear a passage 
for the start. When the word was given 
three mounted policemen started in ad- 
vance. Then came Gen. Carroll, mounted 
on a handsome charger, and looking proud 
and happy, with his staff and Major Bur- 
bank. Following was the Sixty-winth Regi- 
ment Band, preceding the mounted band of 
Squadron A. Battery K. headed the artii- 
lerymen, and tie baggage train brought up 

rear. 

Proper attention had been paid to the 
shoeing of, the United States horges, anda 
as they swung into Fifth Avenue and heat- 
ed northward they met with no disaster on 
the slippery pavement. The horses of the 
National Guard did not fare so weil. “At 
least one-sixth of them wore shoes that 
permitted them to silp on the cobblestones, 
and there wes a succession of minor but 
ageravating accidents until Fiftty-ninth 
Street was reached, 

A score of horses fell and had to be en- 
tirely or partly unharnessed before they 
could arise, while many that did not fall 
were exhausted by slipping constantly. 
Some of the horseg fell with artillerymen, 
but only one trooper was seriously injured, 
Three guns were delayed by these mic- 
haps. Gatling Gun No. 2 of the Third 
Battery was delayed a quarter of an hour 
at Fortieth Street, and Gun No, 2 of the 
First Battery was délayed half an hour at 
Thirty-second Street. There were slight 
delays to guns of the First and Sixth Bai- 
terles at Thirty-ninth Street. 

At Forty-second Street the off leader 
of a gun of the First Battery slipped and 
jolted off its rider, Who appeared to be 
india rubber, as he was on his feet in an 
instant. The horses were trotting, and 
could not be stopped easily, because of the 
gun, so the artilleryman made a dash, 
caught his horse, and was almost in the 
saddle when the animal slipped and lurched, 
and the man was on the ground again. 
Had he been stunned, the second team 
and the wheels of the gun carriage would 
have gone over him, but-he jumped up be- 
fore some women who had seen his peril 
could scream, and, doing a feat that would 
have been creditable in a cireus ring, he 
was in the saddle, iashing his horses, while 
people were looking under the gun carriage 
to see if he had been run over. 

The artillerymen had a very hearty re- 
ception along the route, andkerchiefs 
were waved and hands clapped at the Hotel 
Waldorf, whose winéows were filled_ with 
spectators. The windows of the Union 
League Club were peopled by many ‘nter- 
ested! members, among them John FH. 
Starin, who saluted Gen, Carroll, his son- 
in-law. ‘There were also salutes from the 
Lotos Cl and the Savey and Plaza 
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While the Second Battery was preparing 
to turn out of the Fourth Avenue Armory, 
Francis Sevlly of 242 Mast Forty-seventh 
Street, was Kicked on the right ieg -by a 
horse, and received injuries which compelled 
his removal to Bellevue Hospital, 

The brigade will remain 4 week at the 
State Camp, and the Nativital Guardsmen 
will not only be drilled in field tactics and be 
taught much by their experiences in march- 
ing and camping out where conditions will 
be those encountered fn acttal warfare, 
but will practice with regular fixed amrmuni- 
tion.

DUSTY FORSES AND RIDERS. 
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Six Artillerymen Overcome by 
Before Heaeching the Park. 


Heat 


The sun was broiling hot yesterday and 
the marth of the artilerymen up the 
heated pavement of Fifth Avenué was any- 
thing but comfortable fer them; but they 
made no complaint, though the horses had 
to move slowly on account of the heavy 
gun carriages and caissons. 

The men halted at One hundred and 
Tenth Street for a few moments, and then 
resumed their march up St. Nicholas Ave- 
nue. They marched without further rest 
until they reached the King’s Bridge Road, 

Men and horses Were perspiting in the 
sun, which beat down upon them. The 
brass helmets of the band gi¢amed daz- 
viingly, and before them there was stil 
a long shadeiess journey. King’s Bridg¢ 
Road was dusty, and as the long column 
moved over it a great cloud of white dust 
accompanied it, and at times obscured thé 
men and horses from view. This dust seét- 
tled upon horses and riders and soon 
robbed the uniftrins of theit néat appear- 
ance. It was too hot for the band to play, 
and the batteries marched sullenly as if 
bent on more serious business than a drill 
out in the country, where houses and 
spectatore were few. The procession made 
veterans think of the days of the war. 

Near King’s Bridge the heat began to 
have ite effect upon the men, especially the 
Sixth Battery, from Binghamton. The meén 
of this battery had had an unusually try- 
ing experience, and were in poor con- 
dition for such a mafch. They marched 
ten miles from Binghamton Wednesday 
evening, loaded their guns on a train, and 
rode to this city, where they arrived at % 
o'clock yesterday morning. They slept about 
three hours, and ate only a light breakfast 
before giarting for Van Cortlandt Park. It 
Was no wonder that many of them were 
exhausted by their exertions. As the day 
wore on they began to drop out of line, 
and before Van Cortlandt Park was reachea 
three men were prostrdted, and had to 
be carried in the ambulance, Two others 
were prostrated as the battery turned into 
the park. Another man helonging to the 
Second Battery was also prostrated. 

The United States troops also had a 
hard day. They marched from For Ham- 
liton, a distance of twenty-five miles, but 
not & man was geriously affected by the 
heat, " 

A. number of persons, mostly bicyclists, 
Were on hand at Van Courtlandt Park 
when the artillerymen atrived. first came 
@ number of wagons loaded with Rover ae 
for the horses, and they were followed by 
five guidon bearers, who cantered over 
the level parade ground and were stationed 
with flags at seventy paces distant from 
each other to mark the positions of the sev- 
eral batteries. : 

The artillerymen were seen climbing the 
hii to the park at just 3 o’clock P.M. 
They moved silently until a moment before 
they turned into the gate, when the mount- 
éd band struck up a waltz, and Gen, Cir- 
roll, followed by his staff, entéred the park 
and rode up to the old Van Covurtlandt 
mansion, where he made his headquarters, 

The long line of Horses, men, and fleld 
pieces then moved Across the plain to. po- 
sitions assigned to them. Battery K, First 
United States Artillery, took the right; 
Virst Battery, N, GN. Y., the left; Third 
Battery, N. G. N. Y¥., the centre; Second 
Gerttéry, N. G. N. ¥., the right centre, and 
Sixth Battery, N. G@. N. Y., the left centre. 

Within ten minutets after their arrival 
the men, of the several batteries had their 
tents up. The United States troops had the 
ordinary square tents, but the National 
Guardsmen had the round Sibley tents. 
The men of the First Battery cartied a 
portable stove, the first of lis kind ever 
used in this cottntry. It folds up, so that 
it may be carried Jike a chest, but when 
opened out it is as big as a tent and cari 
cook enough for 250 men. It is a German 
invention and is used in the German, Eng- 
lish, and Austrian Armies. ; 

The pleasure of the men in arriving at 
their day's destinetion was shared by 
their hor#es. Many of the animals, upon 
being released from the gun carriares, 
rolied about on the grass and frolicked. 
several tried to run away, but were quick- 
ly captured. The horses were tethered in 
long lines across the park, 

Gen. Carroll was well taken cere of by 
the janitress of che Van Courtlandt man- 
sion, who had prepared the famous Wash- 
ington room for his reception. This is a 
jatge front apartment on the second floor 
of the mansion, and in it Washingion slept 
one night while leading his army to take 
possession of New-York City. When he 
had rested awhile and donned a new unl- 
form, Gen. Carroll received his officers and 
issued his orders, 

“T think this experiment will be a great 
snecess,”” said Gen. Carroll to a reperter for 
The New-York Timp, “The West Point 
men here tell me they never saw anything 
better. We have the nucieus for the best 
light artillery brigade in the United States. 

“Tf am sorry sO many men were knocked 
out by the heat, but taking everything into 
consideration, the prostrations are few. 
The Binghamton men seem to be the only 
ones affected by the heat. Countrymen 
are more easily knocked out than city men 
aoyway. The city men are men of irregular 
habits as a rule, and they can stand knock- 
ing about, but the countrymen of regular 
habits cannot stand much out of the usual 
routine.” ‘ 

The men who were prostrated by the heat 
were Privates Carroll, Hurley, McCabe, 
Bennett, and Angie of the Sixth Battery of 
Binghamton, and Private Johnson of the 
Second Battery of New-York. They were 
all attended by Surgeon General Terry, and 
were quickly enabled to rejoin their com- 
rades,

Gen. Carroll last evening entertained all 
the officers of his staff and the Captains of 
the batteries at the Country Riding and 
Driving Club. 

The artilerymen will rise at 3:45 o’clock 
A. M. to-day and, after feeding their 
horses and breakfasting, will break camp 
and at 6 o'clock sharp will start for Sing 
Sing. They will arrive there late this after- 
noon and will be received by Major Gen. 
McAlpin, who wili entertain Gen. Carroll 
and the other officerg at his Summer home 
this evening. 

Battery K, First United States Artillery, 
after leaving the Statd Camp will «co to 
Fishkill, where it will remain until Aug.

To the Editor of The New-York Times: 

Many of the free-silver writers have ex- 
pended their efforts on purely untenable 
premses, but others have siven us serious 
arguments in support of their doctrine: 
which seem fair upon their face. They 
promise prosperity, but fail, however, to 
prove where it is to come from, leaving 
us to infer that we are to something 
for nothing. Now, this may be possible for 
something abstract, but will not hold when 
we come to concrete things. 

With the Government's stamp 
create money, but this magic touch has 
the power to create the things which money 
buys. It will not increase the earth’s pro- 
duction of grain or cereals per acre, nor will 
it Cause our blast furnaces to pour out more 
iron or steel from a eiven quantity of ore 
than heretofore Neither wil! it increase 
the workingman’s manual powers, 

The purchasing power of money merely 
represents the @€guivalents of value in trada 
and the industries, money, aside from its

Free silver will not permanently 
improve these trade equivalents, 1t will 
Only cause a confusion in trade for a time, 
but as water finds its level, so will trade 
equivalents surely find their ievel, no mat- 
ter what Kind or quality of money is used, 
or if bo money at all were used. 

If one day’s labor of a carpenter procures 
him a pair of shoos, which represents ona 
day’s labor of a shoemaker, the same equiy- 
alent survives, even if the 
ceives 8100 for his day’s 
to immediately turn if, 
maker to compensate him for his day's 
labor, Neither does the shoemaker proiit 
in the transaction, because he will hava 
to pay out the result of his day's labor 
to the tailor or other artisan who has ren- 
dered him a day’s service. And so on to 
the end of the chapter. The only result of 
free silver will be the unceserved loss of 
one to the enrichment of onoether, where a 
mg continues trading on the old bases, and 
imagmes he Is growing rich, until he finds 
that his new wealth is of an inferior quality.

With- 
out dwelling upon all the demerits of such 
a catch-phrase, we will simply ask the farm- 
er or the laborer where he expects to de- 
rive any increased benefits from foreign 
countries for such of his products as are 
traced abroad.

George T. Anthony died in Topeka, Kan., 
Wednesday night. He had been iil about 
three weeks. 

Mr. Anthony, the seventh Governor of 
Kansas, was born at Matiield, Fulton Coun- 
ty, N. ¥., June 19, 1824. His parents were 
orthodox Quakers. He was raised on a 
farm, and learned the tinsmith trade. Fle 
was married to Rosa A. luyon at Medina, 
N. Y., in 1852, 

He entered the Unton Army, in com- 
mand of the Seventeenth Independent 
Battery, and served with it in tha 
Army of the Potomac until the close of ths 
wer. In 1865 he removed to Kansas, focni- 
ing at Leavenworth, where he enga: 
the publication of several strong Repu 
lican newspapers. 

He was President of the Kansas State 
Board of Agriculture, held the office of !n- 
ternal Revenue Collector, and in LS? was 
elected Governor of Kansas, serving two 
years. When Gov. Morrill entered upoa 
the duties of his office he appointed ex- 
Goy. Anthony State Superintendent of in- 
surance, Mr. Anthony filled this office 
with ability and fidelity: He was the oniy 
Republican Governor in Kansas defeated 
for renomination,

NEW-VORK SQUADRON ILLUMINATED 
AND A PARADE ON THE WATER. 


On Shore Houses Were Decorated and 
a Feirvland Pictcre Was Pro- 
duced — Search Lights Flashed 
from the Torpedo Stations and 
Colored Fires Burned—Never Such 
a Welcome Given to Visiting 
Yachtsmen—Guests on the Roats. 


Newport, R. I., Aug 6.—The harbor to- 
night presented a Venetian scene of rare 
beauty. The much-talked-of féte in honor 
of the New-York Yacht Club took place, 
and was enjoyed by the visiting yachtsmen 
and thousands of others who came from 
Boston, Providence, Fail River, and East- 
ern towns. It has been a gala day here 
from sunrise, and excursionists thronged 
here on every train and boat. 

At noon the yachts dressed ship and made 
the harbor look pretty, but it was after 
dGark that the grandest scene was witnessed. 
Every house and wharf on the shore had 
been prepared for illumination, and every 
boat in the harbor, and there must be 200 
of them, had either electric Nghts or Jap- 
anese lanterns. At a signal gun fired from 
the fort at 8 q’clock, all these were lighted, 
and the picture was like fairyland. Thou- 
sands and thousands of lights flashed out, 
then fireworks were let off. Rockets shot 
up in the air. Roman candles danced fan- 
tastically over the yachts, and colored fire 
and signals made the scene a gorgeous one. 

From the land the scene was one that 
will be remembered by all who saw it, and 
from the water the town Jjooked gorgeous. 
All the cottages around Brenton’s Cove 
were decorated with lanterns. Fairy lamps 
were placed about the grounds, the sombre 
old fort looked gay with vari-colored lights, 
searchlights flashed out from the torpedo 
station, and colored fires were burned on 
Lime Rock and other prominent points 

At 8:30 o'clock a searchlight was thrown 
on the flag fluttering over Fort Adams 
and held there for a moment. The effect 
Was very weird, and out of the dark Old 
Glory couid be distinctly seen fluttering 
in the light breeze then blowing. ‘Then, 
at a signal, the marine parade started. 
There were tugboats and = steamers, 
launches, rowboats, floats, and catboats, 
and all weve brilliantly illuminated with 
lanterns and colored fires. This parade 
made a circuit of the harbor, and it took 
more than ap hour and «a half for them 
to get around. 

One of the most attractive features of the 
parade was the show made by the French 
war ship Dubourdieu. Her big leunch had 
been made to represent a swan composed of 
lights, and she towed a boat gaily illurmi- 
nated, in which was the warship band. 
The swan was perfect and glided through 
the water like a thing of life. The boats 
from the naval station, too, made a rare 
picture. Each one burned a very brilliant 
red light, and it was so arranged that none 
of the boats could be seen, and the effect 
was very odd. The ‘llumination lasted until 
10:30, and then at a signal the lights were 
put out. { 

The illumination ashore to-night was, if 
anything, more brilliant than that in the 
harbor. Principal thoroughfares were 
thronged with people, who walked in the 
middle of the street in wide platoons. 
Trains came in early in the evening, bring- 
ing 20,000 people, and 5,000 had come in 
during the day. Very few of these went 
out on the water, and so the streets and 
wharves overlooking the harbor were 
crowded. Thames Street, the principal and 
yet narrowest thoroughfare in Newport 
was filled with a struggling mass of hu- 
manity, elbowing and pushing their way 
along. Overhead it was like some fairy 
picture, with its thousands of strings of 
Chinese lanterns shedding their glimmer 
down upon the concourse and its myriads 
of electric light lamps in ail colors ingeni- 
Ously arranged in various designs and 
groupings. Then there were many gas de- 
signs, and almost everywhere the words, 
“ Weicome, New-York Yacht Club,’’ burned 
brightly. Bunting was artistically draped 
from many of the buildings. Yachting flags 
weve the favorites, and now and then those 
of the Royal Yacht Squadron and the New- 
York Yacht Club were obgerved entwined. 

Some of the decorations, put up as a last 
Tesort, when electricity and Janterns had 
given out, were most novel and attractive. 
Not an advertisement was to be seen, mer- 
chants having shunned the opportunity and 
given up ell tu the purpose of the night, a 
Gisplay in honor of yachtsmen., 

It was a royal welcome to the yachtsmen 
in whose honor Newport was in a blaze of 
glory. There were, altogether, four band 
concerts on shore to-night. The musicians 
began thelr programmes at 10:30 o'clock, 
ang concluded them at midnight. At that 
hour a cannon boomed out from Fort 
Adams, and the great féte was at an end. 
Then the trains were started out of New- 
port, and thousands of tired men, women, 
and children were on their long journey 
home.

Freeholders of Hudson County to seoure 
cheater ferrlage on the varlous lines run- 
ning from poinis in Hudson County to New- 
York. was practivally abandoned last night. 
The Freeholcers flaimed that a law passed 
by the Legislature in 1797 gave them the 
right to fix the rates ot ferriage upon all 
ferries within. their jurisdiction, and in 
January last a committee was appointed te 
secure a conference with the managers of 
the various ferries with a view to reducing 
the rates, 

This committee reperted lest night. They 
said that only two or threé Gompanies had 
paid any attention to the circular sent 
them, and tWey merely wrote to ask for_an 
extension of time, which was granied, When 
thé commi(teé attempted to force the cdn- 
ference they songht, they found themselves 
confronted by an act of the Legislature 
passed in 1858, fixing the rates of tertiage 
on al) ferries running from Jersey City and 
Hoboken to New-York. This left the Free- 
holders without remedy, so far as those two 
cities are concerned. 

An all other respects. the law of i797 is 

till In foret, and the committee recom- 

vended the adoption of a resolution fixing 
uniform rate of three cents on all ferries 
New-York: from. pelnts outside of the 
sities named. This resolution wes adapted. 
It only applies, however, to the two ferries 
run by the West Shore Railroad Corapany 
from  Weehawkel to: Forty-second Street 
New- -York. The fare on 
ihese lines is now & cents, 

The committee further recommended that 
the Freeholders ask the Legislature to re- 
peal the act of 1854, and restore to them ail 
the powers they formerly possessed under 
the act of i797.

The cutting of freight rates, especially 
on grain, by the Western railroads is be- 
ginning to affect the values of railway se-

eurities, parti¢ulurly ia the New-York and 
other Eastern stock markets. The CHicago 
papers’ print statistics to show that the 
great reductions in rates have not operated 
ito inerease the freight of roads leading 
eut of Chieago to the Atlantic seaboard. 
Leake tonnage has been on the increase 
ever since the reductions were made. Last 
week the boats carried 88,450 tens of 
freight out of Chicago, as compared with 
an all-rail total of only 46,480 rons. 

E. P, Ripley, President of the Atchison, 
Yopeka and Santa Fé Railroad, thus com- 
ments on the rate situation in the West:
